Residents will remember bwe 
curly post-war attempts to 
“make rain’ in Hongkong 
They had to fail, largely 
because they. were carried 
vut lacking meteorological 
data and on sufliciently 
acientifle preparation, The 
result was the public 
wiped off “rainmaking” as 
wishful thinking. 


The endenvoursa which the 
Royal Observatory — and 
PWD will be making short- 
ly to produce stimulated 
rain are based on a new, 
but tried theory, and for 
this reason deserve tou be 


tnken seriously. 

Il" successful, the possibili- 
tien of “manufacturing” 
rain during the carly part 


of Hongkong’s summer are 
immeasurable. 


One all-too frequent sight in 
May ond June ia a aky 
Inden with heavy, dark 
clouds which slowly float 
across the Colany eho 
yielding a drop of water.’ 


If these clouds can be made 
to “open up” over our 
catchment areas in Kow- 
loon it) = guarantees rn 
substantial relief from 
Hongkeng’s chronic water 
shortage. 


The acting Director of — the 
Royal Obeervatory and his 
governmental colleagues 
merit the public's con- 
gratulations for the initia- 
tive they are showing — in 
trying lo nugment Hong- 
kong’s erratic rainfall with 
more constant man-made 
downpours, 


There will be no recrimina- 
tions if the trials fail to 
yield hoped-for results, But 
everybody will be wishing 
the experts the best of luck 
in thelr experiments. 


For if they do succeed, they 
will bring incomparable 
benefits to the Colony.

Signal 
Victory For 
Eisenhower 


Washington, Feb. 18. 

Pivsident Elsenhower's new 
liberalised Trade Bill passed 
thivugh the House of Repre- 
sentatives here tonight without 
change, despite a move by high 
tariff Interests to amend It. 

Tho BID will extend the Ife 
of the expiring Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act for three more 
years and give Mr Eisenhower 
new authority to reduct tariffs 
an stlected items iby 16 per cence 
vver that period. 

The vote was 295 to 110. 

Approval of the bill, one of 
Mr Eisenhower's greatest 
legislative successes so far, came 
shortly after he had intervened 
in the close struggle with a last- 
minute plea for support for his 
foreign economic programme. 

Before the final vote. the 
House rejected a motion to send 
she Bil back to the conumittec 
with instructions to strengthen 
its “:scape’ clnuse unser whien 
domestic Industries can clatm 
tariff . protection if they are 
threntened by imports. 

Voting on this was 206 to 199, 
Qh stven-vote margin whieh 
surprised many observers who 
had believed the protectionists 
strong enough to be able to ob- 
tain a revision of the clause.— 
Reuter.

INSTEAD, HONGKONG METEOROLOGISTS WILL SPRAY JETS OF FINE 


WATER DROPS INTO THE CLOUDBANK. 


According to these scient- 
ists, both the dry ice and the 
silver fodtde methods are 
unsuitable in the Colony’s 
warm climate and the cloud 
conditions that exist’ in the 
early summer months. 

The virtue of the water- 
seeding plan is that technical- 
ly it is simple to carry out. 
it involves no more than this: 

@ laying three Iron pipes 

20 ff long horizontally 
Mear the summit of the 
Peak, Each pipe is bored 
with a number of holes 
to give off a fine spray of 
water drops with a ula- 
meter of belween 1/250in 
and 1/1,000th of an inch; 
erecting auxiliary pumps 
to carry the water to the 
Pipes and to maintain an 
adequate pressure; 

and then wacn the Peak 
fs covcred in cumulus 
cloud—just turn the tap 
on. : 

Financially the project in- 
volves very little direct ex- 
penditure, And for those who 
may be worrying about a new 
impost on our allready depleted 
water stocks, the metevrologists 
give the assurance that the 
quantity of water used in tho 
experiment will be “negligible.” 
In fact, they can use non-drink- 
img water, or even sea water if 


the afternoon of cach day. 


What Happens 
Broadly speaking this Is what 


‘Hongkong very similar to those 
which were successfully water- 


seceded in New Scuth Wales. 
The prevailing winds blow from 
the south or southwest so tbat 


these coulds pass over the Peas |- 


and head in the gorieral diruge, 
tion ot Kowloon and‘ the New 
Tervitorics. E . 

May is the most suitable 
month for the experiment be- 
cause although these same cloud 
conditions exist in June and 
July, typhoons are apt to 
disrupt conditions. 

Now a cloud is, after all, only 
a vast formation cf iainy 
particles of water Which swirl 
around In ithe currents and up- 
araiis at the air, There are two 
kKinds—the “unstable” or = rain 
producing cloud = and. the 
“stable” clouds which produces 
no rain. ' 

In the “stable” cloud the par- 
ticles or drops of water ere too 
email and too Ligitt to fall as 
rain. While in the “unstable” 
cloud, some. water drops are 
bigger and heavier and unite 
with the finer particles to form, 
and eventually fall as rain. 


So whst ‘the Hongkong 
“rainmakers” are trying to do 
is to make the “stable” clouds, 
that hang uselessly over the 
Colony bathing us all in 
buckets of perspirati Into 
“anstable” clouds by Injecting 
them wtih the bigger drops 
which they hope can .then 

’ unite with the finer partloles 
te form rain. 

These injected drops will not 
foil back on the Peak agaim be- 
cause the updrafts in the cloud 
and the wind blowing egalnst 
the Peak, will carry them up 
ai the body of the cumulus

London, Feb. 18. 
Russia tonight urged the 
United Nations to call a 
world conference this year to 
reduce armaments and.ban 
the atom and _ hydrogen 
bombs. 


In a statement broadcast by 
Moscow Radio she _ pro:

Carrara. 
HE men and women of 
T Carrara worship their 
“marble mountains,” 
from which comes the 
marble found in hallowed 
corners all around the globe. 
Ecclesiastics make _ pil- 
grimages to Carrara to or- 
der statuary for their 
churches. Irreverent tourists 
flock . there to pick up 
bargain-price souvenirs. 


is in Italy, and 
its fame dates back’ to 
the Romans, although 
Michelangelo was probably 
the hest-known pilgrim. The 
great master used to come 
to Carrara to make a per- 
sonal selection of marble for , 
his sculptures. Yet, long 
before his day, the splen- 
dour of ancient Rome was 
reflected in public buildings 
and monuments carved from 
Carrara marble — marble 
which Roman. slaves toiled 
to quarry and transport, 


MASSIVE SCULPTURE 


Very little Carrara marble 
goes to Rome now. Most of 
it is - destined. for’ the 
United States, Canada and 
South America. In one 
marble shop six 
have worked for months: 
on a_ thirty - foot - long, 
eighty-foot-high scene from 
the Last Supper. 
monumental ‘sculpture wil 
go to a cemetery in Canada. 
A church in Philadelphia 


Carrara 


has ordered a eifnilarly 
massive sculpture of the 
Virgin Mary, the Christ 


child and Joseph. 

As for the tourists, It is 
amazing to learn what they buy 
und how modest the sums they 
pny for their purchases, For 
example, hove you ever wanted 
n fmncy marble desk—a doubic 
pen-holder, stattonery holder, 
ash tray and letter opener? You 
probably have, but couldn't 
afford it. In the States such a 
sat would cost seventy-five 
dollars, But, tn Carrara, you 
can pick tt up for seven dollars. 

Carrara nestles at the foot of 
three towering mountain ks 
—Mt Sagro, 5,738 ft., Mt Pizzo 
DuUccelo, 0.884 ft, and Mt 
Pleanino, 6,391 ft. Yawning 
clefts and ravines have been cut 
from the slopes of the marble 
mountains in thousands of years 
of quarry:

A British friend of Fenton, 
Michae) Alexander, who sald he 
had onganised Fenton's scape 
from North Africa to London, 
said here today, “I sincerely 
hope they have not arrested an 
innocent British tourist,” when 
he was told that the Legion wos 
holding a men In Sidi Bel Abbes 
belleved to be Fenton. 

ORGANISED ESCAPE 

Alexander said he organised 
tha cecape of 28-year-old 
Fenton after a tenso hide-and- 
ecck pursuit and that Fenton 
has been beck In England for 
48 hours, 

Alexanders adventures are 
being serlalised by o popular 
datly here which hag published 
Fenton's photograph purported 
to have been taken after his 
return to England, 

Alexander asscried today that 
authorities in North Africa 
never told him the truth. lostead 
of saying they did not know 
where Kenton was, be asserted, 
they would send him rushing off 
on a wild goose chase for 600 
miles while ull the time Fenton 
could have been found “just 
around the — corner."—France-

West Germany 
Essential To — 
European Unity 


London, Feb. 19. 


Britain and Italy today stated their belief that 
“the early participation of West Germany in the 
Western European Union was essential to the unity 
and defence of the Western community.” 


A communique issued after thivedday talks 
here between Signor Mario Scelba, the Italian 
Prime Minister, and the British Government, said 
the two countries “agreed to do their utmost to 
bring the Western European Union into force at 
the earliest possible moment, in the conviction that 
this organisation is essential for the promotion of 
closer co-operation within Western Europe.” 


Referring to the current Paris 
discussions on the production 
and standardisation of arma- 
ments the communique said 
both Governments desired that 
“these discussions should lead 
to practical and constructive 
arrangements in which the 
United Kingdom and Italy, with 
the other members of the 


Western European Unton, would, 


both play thelr full part,” 

“Full ugreement between 
the two governments” upon 
the world situation and all 
aspects of Anglo-Italian rela- 
tions was revealed In the con- 
versations, the communique 
said. 


Both countries were “doter- 
minced to continue to do their 
utmost in constant consultation 
between themselves and with 
other allied and friendly powers 
to safeguard , to dulld up 
the security of the free and 
democratic world and to pre- 
serve the European heritage of 
elviltsation to which Italy and 
Great Britain have so greatly 
contributed. —-Reuter,
